7.  Please  give  as  n early  as  possible  the  number  of  cases  of  any  endemic, 
epidemic  or  contagious  diseases,  and  especially  state  uIietheT  there  have 
been  any  cases  of  small  pox.  IIoiv  many  ? Had  these  eases  been  previously 
vaccinated  ? Whal  was  the  result  (decitli  or  recovery  ?) 

8.  Give  your  opinion  as  to  the  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
locality  included  in  your  report,  who  are  thoroughly  protected  against  an 
altach  of  small  pox  by  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  (I,  J,  \)  ? 

0.  Can  you  suggest  any  method  of  improving  the  general  sanitary  con- 
dition of  your  locality  ? 

The  board  while  desiring  explicit  answers  to  the  above  questions,  ivill , 
if  you  are  unable  to  give  such  answers  positively , be  gtad  of  your  opinion 
(stated^  as  such)  on  any  of  the  questions;  ajid  any  cicldltwnal  in  formation 
you  may  be  pleased  to  give,  ivill  be  thaiilifully  received,  and  the  na  ine  of  the 
writer  and  locality  referred  to  omitteul  from  our  report  if  so  (Requested. 

In  your  reply  to  these  questions  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  repeal  them, 
but  simply  to  refer  to  them  by  number.

1st,  1877.  Ml  replies  should  be  mailed  to  this  offiee  by  JYovember  1st.
